After de- 
clining lite ufTurcd clutir uf philosophy 
in the liOttUaaa Ktato university he lisik 
his old piece in Alabama, fought his way 
to the front, nnd since 1X81 has won 
higher honors In each succcseive con- 
gress. On. Jttbal A. lilrly in lHftT 
might have been thought ns complctcly 
reined us mnn can Is. by wounds, discrete, 
defeat and desolation, added to the 
weight of fifty years, but ho had thai 
within him w hich neither wounds could 
w eaken nor tlefeat nnd poverty destroy— 
tho spirit of a

brjtpc fur a defeated man. He lived tudu 
i-lcven itiui-o years of useful work, a sig- 
nal example— but only one of many 
ihooeanoahi the south-that whntci. r 
dilTcronces may arise lit tlio hei.t I con- 
flict, the uiitn who stands up bravely 
enatnst iiii^furttttK'cumpi>lfl rcsrtect fmnt 
the honorable, even from his foes. 

Tlnno fow nro mentioned at some 
length only as instances uf the many 
brate and lionurable men who stood wi 
tlrmly by their people in trouble, accept- 
ing Gen. Ish.'s nublo dictum: "Tito south 
has need uf all her sons." Of course uj 
uvtdioas dUttoetloa is inunded with 
utliers. but this pago Would not cuutain 
even their names. The rull is one of 
hunur fur what they did in peace as well 
as wnr, nnd uno who compares it with a 
rod uf the men honorably prominent in 
rarioei lines of activity w ill Iimi a re- 
markable correspondence. Alabama's 
list of len congressmen contains the 
names of ten brave soldiers. Hie Arknn- 
nit list contains six. nnd her seventh 
congressmnii w as but 13 w hen tho war 
ended. OeorgfhVUet of congressmen Is 
thicL-ct with the names of soldiers. Of 
North ('miliums meiulH'rt eight have 
proved their truth in war and in |Hitce. 
Them' are only mentioned ns illustrating 
how faithfully tho men of the losing 
ceuse hate stood by each other, nud not 
ru lit any way rcllectlng on those whose 
viewsof duty took them another way. No 
class of men have more charity for old 
differences thun the real soldiers, north 
and south. 

It may be claimed, with modest confi- 
dence, that tho soldiers of the Confeder- 
acy have taught 
one Important 
lesson; they have 
proved that men 
who respect 
themselves nnd 
their ctttiso enh- 
not long be "put 
down." They 
may bo sadly 
mistaken: thoy 
uiny bo disas- 
trously defeated, 
but dishonored °KN. •« bal »• 
they cannot bo. If they have honorable 
fts>s, tho victors will in no long timo rec- 
ognise their vnhie to tho country, as is 
generally the case in the United Stntes; 
if not, Ustory Will still do them justice. 
The defeated Confederates have taught 
the great lesson that there Is rarely a 
i in ii- to dcsitnir; that tho defeated of any 
nation may still win much front fate by 
being ns hominihlu in peace ns they were 
brave in wnr. A people who will neither 
bravely light nor honorably ninku ponce 
is altogether despicable; the courage of 
tho Confederates ought to have con- 
vinced their foes, even In 1805. tltat they 
wuuhl keep their |)aroles. -That it tisik 
somo years to convince all the country 
though regrettable, Is but natural, see 
lug that somo millions uf men In the 
north did not get In a fighting humor 
till the lighting was over. That most 
men are now eonvinoed of tho fact we 
owe, under God, to the dlgnllled resigna- 
tion of the defeated, nnd tne energy and 
ability sho wn by their leaders.

dissipation consisting chiefly in tho moil 
crate smoking of cigars. I never 
jiaid a visit tu Col. Davis without real 
bring that I bad acquired somo informa- 
tion on military subjects, or what was 
cognate to LhetU, and other interest ing 
facts. In the early spring, after the 
election of President Pierce and William 
H. King, of Alahama, I met tho kilter 
gentleman at the rtsints of Col. Davis. 
On entering, he Introduced me ns "Gap* 
tain" Amnion, of the navy. 1 thought 
irru|»ir to suy that |tcrlia|a< my age and 

length of service should havo given nu 

that rank, but I wished the vice praat 
dent to know that they had nut dune su 
and that I was really nnly tin old passed 

midshipman. OoL Davis jocularly re 
narked that he always felt dlspneed to 
give a rank above the actual otto as a 
matter of compliment." 

Tho tlrst of Mr. Davis' visits to the 
army tixik place on the tllst uf July, 
1H01, at the llrst Imttlo of Manassas. 
When bo arrived near tho Manassas mil 
ristd junction everything was in confu- 
sion: there were stories of disaster to the 
southern ana. and the cunductur rc 

fused to proceed further. Br, Davie in- 
sisted, however, that he should detach 
his engine, and nn this, eccompanled by 
a single aid, he lisle as near tu the lii-ad- 

quarters of CJens. Johnston and Beaure- 
gard as it was possible lo go, and llu-n 
hurried forward on foot Finally they 
were furnished with ho re ea an d reached 
the lines in time tu witness the lltutl 
muvemcuta uf the day. That night Mr. 
Davis met his generals in conference 
and dictated an order fur a movement 
on tho rear of tho enemy nt early daw n

Mr. F. O. Do Fontaine Bel.tr. Some lu- 
tereetlns Matters Not Now Generally 
It.meuiberetl— Horace Greeley and Mr. 
Iiavl.' nail It. mil. 

Admiral Amtnen.of the United States 
navy, referring to his onrly ncqnalntance 
with Mr. Davis, said recently: "I first 
met him In tho autumn of 1847 as a sen- 
ator-elect from the Btato of Mississippi. 
Ho was wnlklng Blowly on Pennsylvania 
avenue, Wnshlngton, and noticeably 
laino from a painful wound in tho foot 
received in buttle some eight months 
previously. Ho wns erect, probably six 
feet in height, pale, thin, hut wiry In ap- 
pearauco, and weighed perhaps 180 
pounds. His complexion was somewhat 
bronzed and his eyes a bluish gray. He 
was exceptionally well Informed on most 
of tin topics usually discussed at that 
time, nnd I out reenll no ono from whom 
I derived more useful information or 
sound advice. He was gentle and at- 
tractive, conversational on many sub- 
jects without being didactic, and hut 
habits of. Ufa were.evldeptlr s!mDle. his

At that time, however, a rainfall, ex- 
traordinary for its violence and duration, 
occurred, so that over places dry dm ing 

the battle rolled torrents which, in tho 

afternoon of tho 22d, it was difficult to 
cross. Tlio movement was therefore 
aluindoneil. Tho next day Mr. Davis 
rode over every |sirtion of the field end 
visited tho wounded in tho various cajnp 
hospitals. In one of lltcso he found the 
dead Ixsly of a young relative, nnd every- 
whero encountered the public men of the 
south who bad participated In the en- 
gagement. Another ennferenee look 
|rlace on the night of the KM, with the 
view of determining (Me propriety of tin 
advance to the south fide of the rototnae. 
hut from caum-s that need not Is' Consid- 
ered here the contcurolated project wits 
ol<r.nduiusl nnd Mr. iluvis returned tu 
Richmond. 

A third visit wns made In OctoL-r. 
180J, to the Army of the Weal, then in 
front of ChattaiKIOga and aligned along 
the memorable Missionary Ridge. A spirit 
uf discontent had arisen, nnd there were 
loud complaints that instead uf lieing 
oempallod to remain Idle on the borders 
uf Tennessee, the army had nut been led 
Into the heart of the slate before the 
Federals recovered from the shattering 
blows of Chickamnitgn. Hence the 
visit of Mr. Davis was |>oculiarly oppor- 
tune and did much In inspire the hone 
tlutt a change for tho better Would lie 
quickly made. 

On "tho Sd of April, 1803. while Mr. 
Davis wns attending the usual Sunday 
services in St. Paul's church, Richmond, 
0 COItttas quietly passed up the aisle to 
ills pew and handed him a dispatch. It 
was tlio announcement from Gen. Lcc 
of his withdrawn! from Petersburg nnd 
the necessity for the evacuation of tho 
Confederate capital. Tlio contents wen; 
su.s|ioctcd by Isith the rector nnd the 
congregation, and amid a eceno uf sub- 
dued excitement Mr. Davis retired from 
the church. Going nt onco to his office, 
he assembled tho heads of his depart, 
mcnts and burenus.itnd gnve the needful 
Instructions for tho removal of tho re- 
cords, nnd Into that afternoon they were 
sent south. Tho next morning Mr. Davis 
reached Danville, Vn., where, under his 
personal directions, hasty lines of in- 
trenchments wero thrown up and ener- 
getic efforts wero mado to collect supplies 
for Gon. l«e's army, It was from this 
point that Mr. Davis issued his last 
proclamation. 

A few days later, accompanied by 
some of the members of his cabinet, he 
resumed his journey, pausing nt Chnr- 
lotte, N. C, and other ixilnts, 
to confer by telegraph and courier 
with Oen. Joe Johnston, who Wns thun 
in courso of negotiation for tho sur- 
render of his army. His escort consist- 
ed of a small body of cavalry. When he 
iiriTved at Abbeville, S. C, there wero 
with him Gen. Breckinridge, Judah P. 
Benjamin. Mr. Mallory, secretary of the 
navy, Mr. Heugnn and Gen. Luwton. 
With this remnant of tho defunct Con- 
federacy, tho last council of the war was 
held. It took place in the library uf Mr. 
Armistcad Burt, w ho hud been n mem- 
ber of congress previous to tho wnr. As 
they assembled around the center table, 
anxiety wus written upon every face. 
Mr. Davis was tlio calmest of tho six. 
There was no ntt»tupt nt concealment.

what was their surprise to bear Mr. 
Davis proceed to unfold a daring plan 
for making; another light. With glitter- 
ing eyeai with voice and gesture full of 
command and conlldence, he began by 
Baying that they should never give up 
until terms had beea obtained to secure, 
at least, the proper ly rightnof the south- 
ern people. They could rally right at 
dU* point, rally the p*opt*of the coun- 
try, gather recruits armed with shot 
guns if necessary, and w ith tho troops 
at their dis[xwal light back tho enemy 
nnd demand a formal guaranty before 
surrendering. If defeated, they could 
then retreat into Mississippi, tho country 
having been given time to pull itself to- 
gether, und another struggle could be 
waged there. Hut there was no respon- 
sive echo to Mr. Davis' enthusiasm. 
Kvery member of the cabinet sadly 
shook bis head. The troops were even 
then breaking their company ranks nnd 
making for their homes. Finding him- 
self overruled, Mr. Davis took no fur- 
ther [nirt in the discussion, and leaning 
back, covered his face With his handker- 
chief. 

Breckinridge was occupied until late 
in the night arranging jiapers and sign- 
ing discharges for such of tho oflicers 
and men as desired to return homo. 
Benjamin uloro preserved his accus- 
tomed serenity, und it is believed that he 
bad in his possession tho great seal of 
the Confederate States, about whoso fate 
thero li:u* Is'en much heated discussion. 
A few days later ho left tho party, with 
the intention of rejoining them in the 
trans-Mississippi department. Continu- 
in;; his journey across tho Savannah 
river, tho surrender of (Jen. Johnston 
hiving meanwhile taken place, Mr. I la- 
vis dispensed with his larger escort, and, 
with ten gentlemen who insisted on re- 
maining as hi* body guard, i«s3ed on 
through Washington, (Jo, 

The incidents of Mr. Davis' release 
have bean graphically described by 
Ccorgo Alfred Townsend, nnd from his 
letter written for Tho Chicago TrihtUM 
are made the following extracts: 

"I took tho regular steamer nt Balti- 
more, and at daylight Fortress Monroe 
w as disclosed, with tho flag of the recov- 
ered country lazily waving above the 
parapet, We waited half nn hour, nnd 
then i saw wall; down the plank road- 
way from tho fort, with a military offi- 
cer on one side of him and a lady on the 
other, a thin, bent, gray haired, uniiii- 
posing, vilingo looking man in a suit of 
homesptln gray or drub - Jefferson 
Davis. A couple of soldiers lagged be- 
hind, and altogether thero woro not a 
dozen people on the wharf In sight be- 
tida these. Mr. iJavis did not come 
directly out to tho boat, bill loitered 
thero awhiW In tho warm suushiuo of 
that quiet Saturday talking to On. 
Duncan nnd Mrs. Davis, with tho smile 
of a sick man convalescent playing on 
his face. 

"Wb«t ihould tho United States do 
with Jefferson Dau..? At law he might 
be hanged. Who would hang him? The 

d<u of tho country fluttered and overy- 
y wanted somebody else to take the 
responsibility, 
"At that moment of irresolution a 
' man in New York obeyed an Impulse 
which solved the problem. Horace 
Greeley took the public mind off Jefferson 
Davis and became tho best abused man 
in America. The most prominent man 
in the north wrote bil name to tho Ixind 
of security. Monday morning tho United 
si.ii. -. grimito building was tho town 
rendezvous. 

"Tho grand jury was composed of 
whites and blacks. John Minor Botta WB* 
on the jury— a big bellied, hail fellow, 
farmer, p n l l n VllBn , two-thirds demagogue 
and one-third obstinacy, with tho var- 
nish and veneer of eloquence over all; a 
talker by profession, who boasted that he 
had never read a book sinco boyhpad, 
but lived on nSWBPepen and other slinV- 
ulautB, I biiw there Charles O'Conor, 
and another who next to Jcirerson Davis 
was the cynosure of overy eye— Horace 
Oreeley. Ho w lis to a great extent the 
reigning Influence in that presence, and 
Underwood, the judge with whom lay 
the option of taking the bail, paid much 
more respect to Horace Ureeley's inten- 
tions than to Mr. Davis. After the bond 
was algnad, a* Mr. Groatsy stcpj>cd back 

toward* a puw where he had first stood. 
Mr. Davis rose from his chair with a 
smile of respect and reached out his 
hand, bowing like one under deep obli- 
gations, and fully BOOeptlngtboaci in its 
benevolent spirit. Mr. Ureeler took the 
hand without siieuking, und the action 
lasted only a jiortiou of a moment." 

•lerrit Smith, another famous Abo- 
litionist, and Cliarles O'Conor then v. ail 
through tho formality of affixing their 
names, to tho boied, and JefTerson Duvia 
then stepped forth a fice man.

BY MANY SOUTHERN PEOPLE.

HE most curious 
relic among the 
archives of the 
Con federacy 
the scmpjjoo'k 
designs for 1 1 
Confederate lla 
T h c s t desig 
were sent to the committee on fla 
when the provisional congress first m 
at Montgomery, and they came frum 
overy suite in tho south. Only a few of 
thein nro preserved in Washington, nnd 
a Bramble 1 of tho Confederate ting com 
mittco says that tho number of designs 
received ran high into the thousands, 
and that they tilled a box as big as piano 
top. These were captured at Itiehmond 
with the other Confederate archiv 
and specimens of them have l*en 
lected and pasted in this old scrap Ikh 
This book wub originally a volume ol 
Confederate treasury blanks, and one 
may soo tho '•promises to jiay" here an 
there jiccping out from under tho man 
colored (lugs which ornament 
leaves. It is a ragged volume, 18 Incl 
long, 18 inches wide, and as thick as 
man's fist. 

Ono hundred nnd twenty-nine desigm 
for a Confederate flag ore pasted within 
it, and these are of all sizes, shai>es am 
colors. Somo nro no larger than a visit 
ing card, others are tho size of this new 
paiior, and several are of the full size 
the ordinary regimental flag. The la 
are uiadu of cloth and the coloring upon 
them is of the brightest paint. The de 
sign here given with a rattlesnake upon 
it is as htrgu as tho sheet of a linl 
erlb, and it looks us though it might have 
been made of somo such material. Its 
thirteen stripes aro of red and w bite, an 
u|kiii them aro seven red stars and 
crimson crescent moon, This rattli 
snake has a skin made up of black and 
yellow diamond stiots, and thero wub a 
motto: "Don't tread on me— it is certain 
death." This design was sent to Hon. 
Robert Toombs, and in tho letter accom- 
panying it the writer says: "The white 
stripes represent seven states of the south, 
and the red ones show that if they are 
oppressed they w ill light for blood. The 
rattlcsnako represents tho Confederacy 
If you come near him ho will sing out 
with his rattle; if you do not leave, and 
dare to tread upon lira, it is certain 
death." 




Nearly all of these designs nro accom- 
panied by letter*, Somn aro addressed 
to Prosldon'. Jefferson Davis, somo to 
Alexander H. Stephens, nnd somo to 
Robert Toombs, and a grcnt many to 
William Porcher Miles, who was tho 
chairman of tho committee on flags. All 
of the jetten aro full of feeling and all 
glow with loyalty to tho new govern- 
ment. Somo nro written by ladles, and 
not a few of tho designs nro furnished 
by them. Tho ladies' letters arc the most 
earnest and enthusiastic. Ono Ui>orgla 
woman says she designed the flag which 
she sends herself and that she hopes tho 
Confederacy "will secede peaceably, but 
whether peaceably or not, it will 
cod 
ieally 



ally stitched together and with little 
stars sewed upon them, lit some cases 
the designers had not the paints to w ork 
with, and they have mado their designs 

of different pieces of .colored paper out 
into shaiw and pasted together. Here 
tho red, whites and bine predominates, 
and the stripes and stars iu nearly every 
case iieriuit tho addition of new emblems 
for the new states na they came in. Ono 
of the ladies' flags is eighteen inches 
long, und it consists of three series of 
two stripes of red, white and red abOTe, 
and below n broad stripe of blue, upon 
which aro sewed seven whito stars. 

Hero is n picture of design 41, which 
was sent to Jefferson Davis from 
Colfecville, Ala., but print cannot luiiut 
tho wrath with which tho colors Mem to 
sw ear at each other. Tho design is large 
enough to cover a good sized library 
table. It is made of heavy drawing 
puiier, and is done in crayon. One part 
of the ground is blue anil tho ollur pact 
is a dirty yellow. On the broad, blue 
part, which is supjiosed to be attached to 
the imlo, a big black eye is painted, and 
BXOUnd this, in the shape of a crescent, 
which fad's tho front of the tlag, are 
seven white stars, l'rom the eye eight 
white stripes go outward, running from 
the blue Into tho yellow and there losing 
themselves. Tho letter which was sent 
with this design is well written. It is 
dated Feb. J3, 1801, and it is Bill|lu*Bul 
to "Gen. Jeflt t na tl Davi.i." The first 
paragraph prays fur the prosperity of 
the Confederacy, and the remainder of 
the letter is taken up with a descrriptiou 
of the flag. It reads:

Tho women of tho Southern Confed- 
eracy were as strong in tho supportof tho 
government as tho men. They contrib- 
ute! to it by every form of self sacrifice, 
and the tales of their heroism would 
make a fortune for a skillful novelist. 

From these designs nnd hundreds of 
others the coiiimitteo finally uiadu a re- 
port for a flag. This rejiort was read on 
the 5th of March. 1801. nnd, after a long 
preamble it stated that tho flag of the 
Confederate Statou of America should 
consist of ii red field with a white s|iace 
tunning horizontal to the center equal 
to one-third the width of tho flag. Tho 
tuiion was to lie blue, nnd was to extend 
hrough the upper red stripe und w hite 
stri|n>, and in this union there was to bo 

a circle of wMteetar*, In number a* many 

as tho states in the Confederacy. When 
the rejiort was read four designs of thb 
, made of cotton cambric und of full 
size, were hung upon tho walls of the 
convention at Montgomery. Tho con- 
vention ndopted tin-ill. and thus tho 
'stars nnd bars" were Inirn. 




Two hours afterward the Iodic* of 
Montgomery hud mado the first Confed- 
erate flag. It was of merino, and was 
run up over the state bouse of Mont- 
gomery nnd loudly cheered. The stars 
and bars were not, howev er, a success as 
n battle flog. Qen. Joo Johnston soys 
that it was too much like tho Stars and 
Stripes, and that Iho two Could not ho

1801, that ehe has given three dear boys to 
her country, and hopes tho young repub- 
lic will honor tho memory of Washing- 
ton by dating its organization from tho 
Sid of February nnd calling it tho Wash- 
ington republic. She writes jusfas sho 
hears the nowa that Mr. Davis has been 
elected president, and sho closes her let- 
ter by saying that the southern Confed- 
eracy has tho sympathy of every south- 
ern woman— wife, mother and maid— 
nnd that sho glories in lieingn woman of 
the south. 

Other letters pro|wso that the new 
government lie called Alleglianm, nnd 
the great majority of designs ore modeled 
after the flag of tho Union. Thero wo* 
a very strong desiro among tho soutl 



sous of both armies thought that tho 
other side hud put up the enomle*' ling 
a* a decoy, and after this Johnston mid 
Beauregard decided to.ulopt n new i nitio 
flag. Johnston at first wanted each reg- 
iment to use Its state colors, bill this wos 
found Impracticable and another Hag 
was chosen. The design as lottled upon 
by Johnston and Brourcgnrd Iwcftma the 
Htt)a flag of the Confederacy, and It 
was iiflcrward adopted as such by tho 
Confederate congress ut Richmond. 

This flag is known us the southern 
cross. It had a rod field with two wide 
blue bars running diagonally from ono 
corner to the other, nnd on these Imrs 
were white or gold stars oqual in num- 
lier lo the states of the Confederacy-

Wo tako a cambric 
needle, and afto.* heating it to destroy 
ull microbes thai may be in the uir.wo 
quickly break tho seal of Iho glruu 
tube and Later! tho needle, drawing it 
out quickly and ensealing the neck of 
the tubo. We insert tho ncedlo in the 
drop of gelatine on the sldo and ijuick- 
ly put on the little flOVejf to shut out 
such germs of microbes that may bo 
floating nbotit in tho air. 'iiicn wo 
place thevlhle iu tho mlC J Oeeo p O. 

In forty-live minutes the BticrobaS 
have fully ui ottscd from their Hip Van 
Wluklo sleep nnd now you see what 
curious things they uiv. As I said 
before, they resemble throo joints of 
sugar cane, but tho joints am not 
straight, hut at opposito angle*. Xmko 
this fellow, for fnstanca, nnd you soo a 
joint drop olf, leaving him with two 
joints. Presently another joint joins 
on tho dropped joint, and by Ibis tlmo 
a third appears on number one. Now 
look at number two und there is a 
third joint. Now u joint drops from 
number ono, and by tho tltnu it gains 
another joint number two drops a 
joint, and this, with tho joint from 
number two join together, and thero 
is microbe number throo. Another 
joint grows on uumbors one and two, 
and one drops from number three, und 
these, joining together, make microbo 
number four, and so they go on until 
Iho little drop of gelatine is a woilt- 
Ing, soothing must of microbes.

Well, you OaB string just U0,000 mi- 
crobes across tho diameter of n cor- 
pusclo, consequently you can guess 
billions niter billions of microbos in n 
drop of blooJ. Tho theory is Hint 
these microbes out up ono's blood so 
fust as to tako it away from him in a 
very short time. Some men can stand 
tho letting of more blood than othors, 
nnd consqucntty somo men recover 
from the yellow fever. — Herald of
